I had previously been informed dial the responsibility for development 
of assets in UW areas weald remain at the CJNCSTRIKE level and that the 
%edal Forces would be deployed to these areas when it became apparent 
that there was a GW base on which they could expand their operations. This 
1 considered a realistic approach aad in accordance with the type situation 
we would expect t® normally exist in operations in unfriendly territory. I 
now understand that there will be seven areas developed by Special Forces 
themselves aad two areas by my people. I have instructed my people that 
they are not to concern themselves in any way with a feeling of competition — 
that the CIA and the Special Forces roles are complementary rather th an 
competitive. I have told them to insist upon the highest degree of realism 
and professionalism and to do the best Job they can with the limited fismrces 
I have mad# available to diem. The specific purpose in my instruc^pms is to 
insure that no erroneous conclusions might be drawn from a timu^Ded cxar- 
ciss in truly friendly territory which might mislead analysts to brieve that 
covert operations can be carried eut easily on a ”ne~ sweat” basis in hostile 
territory. h
